Ottawa, July 10. — Collectors of CuB- 
toma have been notiiied that tlie orders 
respecting the collection of duty on re- 
pairs to veBsele in foreign ports are can- 
celled.

This ex- 
emption from duty does not, however, 
ajjply to macliinery from any luitry 
excepting the United Kingdom, lor use 
on Canadian vessels if the machinery ia 
of a class or kind made in Canada. If a 
Canadian vessel is rebuilt in a foreign 
port, the (jnestion of liability to duty 
should be reported to tlie department of 
cLiatoms for decision. 
: A (lespatcli from tlie Colouial Office to 
tlio Goveriior-Generiil deals with the 
new reguhtlioiib wliich the liritish board 
of agriculture has adopted goveruing tlie 
importation of doge. It ia made a con- 
dition for the entry of a dog that a li- 
cense Biiall first he obtained from the 
board ceriifyiuK that it is free from dis- 
eaee. The law comes into force Septem- 
ber l.j.

Locomotive Engineers May Be Asked to 
Assist the Striking Miners by De- 
ciding to That Eirect. 

PiTT.siitiuG, July 10. — It was reported 
that P. M. Arthur, chief of the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers, had been 
asked to issue orders to the engineers 
not to haul coal until the minors' 
difl'erences were adjusted. This 
would effectually tie up all the 
coal ready for shipment -and 
what might be loaded in the 
event of the failure to bring all of the 
miners out. When President Batchford 
was asked as to the truth of the report, 
he said : "We have been keeping that 
feature of tlie strike from the 
newspapers for several days. I will 
say, liowBver,. that we have communi- 
cated with tlie heads of all the railway 
organizations in the country, ami I be- 
lieve will have their support in thi.s 
struggle. As to asking them to call on 
the railway employes to reiiiee to liaul 
coal until this trouble is settled , I will 
say this will be done after we liava ex- 
hausted all other means." 

The latest accession to the ranks of 
the strikers are the miners employed at 
Smock's mines, on the Itedstone branch 
of the Pennsylvania road. Coal from 
these mines has been going to Eastern 
markets. Efforts will be made to bring 
out all who are loading coal for the East. 

Ci.KVEi.ANn, July 10. — The attention of 
Chief P. M. Arthur, of the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Engineers, was directed 
to tho report from Pittsburg that it was

Lo.vDON, July 10.— In the House of 
Commons yesterd.ay, in the course of 
diBcuBBiou on tho Irish estimates, Mr. 
(ierald Balfour, Chief Secretary for Ire- 
land, after a fierce attack by Timolhy 
Uealy on the Irish board of works, made 
a statement as to the manner in which 
the government propose to spend the 
half million pounds voted by parliament 
last year for the development of the re- 
sources of Ireland. 

"The scheme," said the Chief Secre- 
tary, " proposed the construction of 
light_ railways through the congested 
districts of North Donegal, and to open 
up by means of steamboats and coaches 
a new tourist route right across the West 
of Ireland. A steamer service a hun- 
dred miles up the Shannon will begin 
on on the Ist of August, while other 
lines of steamers and coaches will con- 
nect Killarney district with Conne- 
mara." 

Then occurred a curious scene. The 

Nationalists, who had previously beeu 
abusing the government for its wanton 
disregard of Ireland, arose, one after the 
other, and effusively thanked Mr. Ger- 
ald Balfour for the broad and generous 
manner in which he had dealt witli tho 
problem, all admitting that he had 
one the best possible with the funds at 
Ills command. 

In response to appeals by Irisii mem- 
bers that the government should mako 
some provision for a Catholic iinivereitv 
in Ireland, Mr. Balfour the Frat Lord'ot 
the Treasury, in a very sympathetic 
speech, admitted that the^' absence of a 
university was a hardship for Ireland 
and said be would do his utmost in the 
direction of such an institution, but ha 
said he was not in a position to make a 
definite promise. 

COLONIAL REPRESENTATION. 

Australian Premiers Say It Must Be Pro- 
portionately Adequate to Be 
Acceptable. 

hoNno.v, July 10. — Tho London Cham- 
ber of Commerce gave a banquet last 
evening to the colonial premiers. Ox- 
ing to slight indisposition Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier was absent. The speeches were 
notable for the varying opinions er- 
presed regarding the representation of 
the colonies in tlie Imperial parliament. 

Mr. G. II. Reid, the Premier of New 
South Wales, said there must be no mis- 
underatanding. Any atteiiij)t to bring 
the colonies back into a position of rela- 
tive insignificance by giving thorn some 
indefinite minor representation at Wett- 
iiiinater would never be accepted in Aus- 
tralia. He caused considerable hiughicr 
by reminding his hearers that New South 
U'ales gave two years ago a freer tarifl' 
than tliat of Canada. " If this had only 
occurred in the Jubilee year," ho said, 
" the Premier of New South Wales would 
have been the fiscal lion of the hour." 

Sir Edward Braddon, Premier of Tas- 
mania, and Hr. Richard Sedden, Pre- 
mier of New Zealand, spoke strongly in 
favor of direct and adequate representa- 
tion at Westminster. 



INDUCEMENTS TO MARRY. 

Two Years Taken Oil Army Service by 
Those Who Enter Into Matrimony 
in France. 

London, July 10, — Another curious 
remedy for the paucity of births in 
France is suggested by the scientific 
Senators Guyott, Labbee and Berthelot, 
who have introduced a bill providing 
that all married conscripts will ortly 
have to serve a year in the nuikg. The, 
promoters of the moasnre express the 
opinion that the reason tho men do not 
marry is because military service comes 
just at the time when the youths nat- 
urally contemplate marriage; but they 
hope by the ofler of deducting two years 
from military service to entice large num- 
bers into matrimony. In order to obviate 
the probability of conscripts marrying iit 
order to escape being drafted into the 
army, and then divorcing their wives ut 
the end of a year's service, the bill pro- 
vides that conscripts so acting will iiave 
to return to the army and complete their 
three vears' service.

States. This ia clear enough. When 
fresh salmon comes to Vancouver from 
the United States we charge cent a 
pound. If the government issued a 
proclamation— which they have not 
done — fixing 1 cent a Usli as the duty to 
be collected, they would be aimply re- 
ducing the duty very materially.-" 
Item No. 7 of the new revised tariff 
reads: " The whale or part of the duties 
hereby . imposed upon fish or 
the products of the fisheries 
may be remitted na respects the United 
States upon proclamation by tlie Gov- 
ernor-in-Council, which may be issued 
whenever it appears to the satisfaction 
of the government that the government 
of the United States have made changea 
in the tariff or duties imposed upon 
articles imjiorted from Canada in re- 
duction or repeal of the duty in force." 
Changes have been made in the United 
Slates tariir, but no prochimatioii hiia 
been issued by the eovernment or have 
the ofHcinIs received any private in- 
structions.

BRITISH COLUMBIA AHEABf. 

This Province Free of San Jose Scale, While 
Ontario Suffers From Lack of 
Fruit Inspection. 

Several shipments of California ap 
pies affected with San Jose scale have 
within the past few days been 
detuned by Mr. R. M. Palmer, provin- 
cial inspector of fruit pests. The wis 
dom of British Columbia's action in hav- 
ing adopted strict regulaticna to keep 
out infected fruit is shown by the fad 
that by systematic inspection of all siiip 
menta of fruit or fruit trees, San Jose 
scale has been kept out of tlu! province 
But while British Columbia orchards are 
free from this pest Ontario has just 
wakened to the fact that San Jose scale 
has got a strong foothold in several dis- 
tricts of that province, owing to there 
being no system of inspecting fruit 
or nursery stock importations. Now 
that the evil is done, it will 
take many thousands of dollars 
to eradicate a pest that precautionarv 
measures would have kept out altogether. 
Ontario folk are always holding ti.; their 
province as the model one of tho Domin- 
ion, but British Columbia has taken a 
big lead on fruit inspection and the fact 
that a deputation of fruitgrowers called 
on the Ontario government the other day 
urging that precautionary meaaurea be 
adopted proves that Bri'ish Columbia's 
foresight was good. New York state is 
in the same fix as Dntario for the same 
reasons, as the San Joae scale has got a 
good hold there too.

Embossing on Glass. 

Very beautiful result.^ are obtained 
by English artisans, says Tho Pottery 
Gazette, in embossing on glass by means 
of tinfoil stencils, .tho latter bt'ngcut 
out of thiu sheets of metal or cardboard 
iu tho same manner as for -wall decora- 
tions, etc. If variiisli.colora are employ- 
ed, they are laid on as evenly as possible 
through tho perforations iu tho plate 
and hardened afterward iu a stove or 
oven. The motallio preparutiousnscd in 
glass staining and painting are also 
ikvailablo, bnt require firing in the muf- 
flo or a china painter's stove. But for 
the process of ciiibos.siiif,' tho plan is to 
paint tho portions of glas.s left uncovered 
by tho spaces in tho stencil plato with 
brnnswick black, then dip or cover with 
hydrofluoric acid, wash in water and 
remove tho black ground. ICvery part 
that was covered will iire.sent a polished, 
even surface, the remainder having been

THE VAN ATiDK, 

William Blewett has been at Seattle 
from Texada Island and there told of 
continued development of good ore in 
the Van Anda and Kaven minea.

THE CHRISTIAN 
ENDEA VOR 



CONVENTION. 



Thousands oi people, repiesentin 
every continent, are now assembled 
iSan FranciHco at the Christian Kndeavor 
Convention. The gatheriuR is a very re 
markable one, as the Christian Endeavor 
movement is itself a very remarkable 
thing. If we may use the term witliout 
i)8i!i!» misunderstood, wo sliould call i 
Neo-Cliristianity ; that is, it is Chris 
tianity akakon clear of the incumbrance 
of theology, a Christianity that adapts 
itaelf to the requireoientB of the times 
To do good ia the sum of the Christian 
JSndeavor crusade. So that one believes 
in God aa a father and the Gospel i 
guide to human action, Christian Kn 
(leavor does not trouble itself as to wha 
iie may accept as the explanations of 
Divine Providence or human reaponsi 
bility. These things are past finding 
out any way ; but to be good and to do 
good requires no logic and very little 
philosophy. 

The immediate and direct effect of 
Buch a gathering as that now being hel 
in San Francisco mwy not be very great 
bat indirectly its influence will be en 
ormous. Such a demonstration Q>f 
force that is working for the bettermen 
of mankind must result in the elevation 
of the tone of jjublic morality. Some o 
the motliods, to which bodies of thi 
kind resort, may be open to criticism 
but the fact remains that the world is 
the better for their work. They are 
Ejighty forces working for good, 
quarter of a century ago they would have 
been regarded aa something to be hoped 
for in the very dis'tant future. Fifty 
vears ago they would have been thought 
impossible. A century ago the sugges 
lion of them would have excited nothing 
hut ridicule. 



VNJOHTIFIABLE ATTACKS 

ON 3TINING PROPOSITIONS 

In a recent issue of the IVlihing Critic 
of Vaneauver, and in the last issue of 
the Eosslander, appear articles con 
demning the system upon which Ciranb 
Govan's company have floated tie 
Waverley mine on the London market 
T}\at in the Kosslander is headed "Kill- 
ing the English Goose," and the plan of 
floating the R^averley is instanced r 
■howiag how this process is accom 
plished. /An endeavor is also made to 
prove that undue advantage was taken 
of the small British investor in this par- 
ticular case. If this was true the aim of 
the RoBslander would be a very worthy 
one, and one in which all interested will 
the development of British Columbia's 
mines would heartily coincide. But 
such is not the case. The Waverley was 
floated for £100,000, the amount re 
quired before the stock can be listed on 
the London Stock Exchange. The vend 
ora, tlie Gold Fields of British Columbia, 
Ltd., received for the mine £5,000 in 
cash, £26,000 in shares, and £30,000 in 
CMb or shares at the option of the di 
rectors of the Waverley company. This 
is modest in comparison with prices ob 
tained for Trail District mines, with less 
development, . and >vhich the Roi 
lander and other lioasland papers were 
never tired of booming, to tlie disad- 
vantage of the small investors at home 
and abroad. Perhaps the dire results 
which have followed such practices have 
naused the Rosslander to become soured 
on all mining proposals. Unlike 90 per 
cent, of the Trail Creek mines floated, 
there is an absolute certainty of the 
Waverley company possessing all the 
money necessary to place it on a divi- 
dend paying basis. 

The prospectus placed before the pub- 
lic is very frank in its information. 
There ia no endeavor to deceive. The 
principal report on the property is one 
made by Mr. W. J. Waterman, M.I']., a 
representative in British Columbia of 
J>aiubridge, Seymour & Co., a well- 
known firm of London, Eng., mining 
engineers of the highest reputation. 
This gentleman states "that theiiuan- 
tity of ore appears unlimited," the vein 
;iO feet wide, easily worked, and that the 
assays prove the ore to be worth £22 
148. a ton. He also states that " I have 
not the least doubt that the Waverley 
property will develop into an extremely 
valuable mine and in view of the im- 
mense quantity of ore now in sight it is 
almost impossible to overrate its value." 
The Assays were made by I'ellew-llarvey, 
of Vancouver, and I'erry Leake, M.IC., 
nf Kevelstoko, the latter also making a 
favorable report. Messrs. A. P. Cnm- 
minfl and J. M. Kellie, M.P.P., also 
speak in the highest terms of the prop- 
erty. The assays made by Perry Leake, 
M.E., arid Pellew-IIarvey give total 
valiios in gold, silver, lead and cojipir 
from .C22 to £199 per ton, a mill tett 
luade by Peliew-Harvey giving £20 iJSs. 



per ton. Johnson, Mathey & Co., and 
Messrs. Claudet, assayers to the 
Dank of England, also tested thoore, six 
assays of the former showing an aver- 
age value exclusive of copper of £19 Ss. 
per ton, while the Measrs. Claudet from 
600 pounds of ore gave an assay of £19 
per ton. M. Olaudet will be remem- 
bered by old-timers as the engineer sent 
out by the Imperial government to re- 
port upon the mines of British Colum- 
bia. In the face of these reports and as- 
says, the Rosslander states "it is a sil- 
ver property, on which a tunnel of 176 
feet has been run, cutting, it is stated, a 
very wide ledge, carrying silver, with a 
little gold." The various officers of the 
Waverley cpmpany are all men of the 
liigliost standing, as are also those of the 
parent company— the Gold Fields of 
Biitish Columbia, Ltd. 

The above are the facts in brief of the 
price obtained and the plan followed in 
(loating the Waverley mine. It cannot 
bo said that tbere ia the slightest at- 
tempt m.ade to deceive the investing pub- 
lic, unless the irresponsible writers in 
the i)apers (|Uoted are prepared to prove 
that the engineers and assayers employed 
have conspired to swindle. The effect 
of the criticisms, or, more correctly 
speaking, malicious attacks of these ob- 
scure sheets, would be nil if they were 
conlined to local inlormation. Such uu- 
tiap|)ily is not the case. An instance of 
this ia to be had in a recent leading ar- 
ticle in (he Empire, a weekly paper ed- 
ited by Stuart Cumberland, well-known 
Iiure as journalist and mind-reader. This 
paper takes as a text for a leading arti- 
cle extracts from an article in the notori- 
ous but sometime defunct Mining Rec- 
ord of Rossland, also attacking Grant 
Govan. The comments of the Em))ire 
were raa<le a couple of months after the 
decease of the Record. This simply 
proves what great damage may be 
(lone to our mines by the ma 
licious hap-hazard method in wliicl 
mining investments are discussed 
by irresponsible writers in obscure 
papers. With limited finances and un 
limited gall, they produce a sheet and 
send it forth to the world aa local opiu 
ion and information on any mine in the 
Province. Facts are not a necessary 
part of their plant. As in the case 
the comments on the floating of the 
Waverley, facts are altogether ignored 
They claim to be writing independen 
opinion, but their statements are pre 
Bumptive and malicious, based on ignor 
ance and malice. 

Grant-Govan and his companies— par 
ent and child — are quite competent to 
take care of themselves ; and ao too, it 
may be remarked, ia the Britiah invest' 
or, as many a mining expert (?) of Ross 
land and Spokane who has visited Lon 
don to float mining properties has dis 
covered. This article ia simply writ 
ten to sliow how groundless and 
senseless are the attacks made upon 
the Waverley Co. and Grant-Govan 
and to point out the injury that may re 
suit from this class of criticism deloying 
the introduction of Britisli capital, ao 
essential to the exploitation of the min 
eral resources of this Province. 



THE ROAST BEEF 

OF ENGLAND.' 

"The Hindu," says Max Muller 
looked up from his contemplation as 
each successive wave of conquest passed 
over his land, and then bowed his head 
In thought again." Undoubtedly the 
native Hindus were a passive race. They 
live on cereals and fruits. The Chinese, 
who practically eat nothing but vege 
tables, are the equals of the nativea of 
India in non-aggressiveness. On the 
other hand, the world-conquering race, 
which we call Anglo-Saxon, ia carnivor- 
ous among its other amiable characteris- 
tics, and ao much ao that the famous 
roast beef of England " is not ideally 
cooked unless "the blood follows tin 
knife." It is difficult to say how niucl 
of the (logged determination, with whicli 
the British race has Bought out and then 
surmounted all manner of obstacles, is 
duo to the beef, the mutton and the pork, 
which for generation after generation the 
people of the United Kingdom have con- 
sumed. It is no doubt true that some of 
the trojjical races accompllsli wonderful 
feats of endurance with no more subatan 
tial diet than a handful of dates and an 
abundance of atmosphere; but their 
energy is in spurts, somewhat' pocketty, 
to use a word we heat '-often nowadays. 
KingCiiarlea called his' soldiers " beef- 
eaters," and the yeomen of the tower, 
who are special guards of the sovereign, 
bear the title yet to this day. 

There is a great deal more in fodder 
than some people think. If you go to 
Prince Edward's Island to buy a horse, 
you need not look far to find plenty of 
animals that are strong in bone and 
plendidly muscled. The oats and grass 
of the island province have the very 
material necessary for perfect animal 
evelopment. Compared with the corn- 
fed horses of the Middle States, Prince 
Edward's Island horses, or for that mat- 
ter horses raised anywhere in the Mari- 
time Provinces are immensely superior 
n bone and stamiiio. A farmer who liaa 
had considerable oxiierienco in raising 
fioraea in New Brunswick and the state 
of Wasliington, says that a Washington 
liorae would drop dead from exhaustion 
before a New Brunswick horse had 
turneda hair; which is putting the ease 
rather strongly, no doubt, but serves to 
illustrate the point that there is very 
much in the kind of fodder upon which 
animals are fed, and every InloUigeut 



breeder will tell you that the qualities 
that are fed into a breed are as perman- 
ent as those that are bred into it. In- 
deed there are those who say : " Breed- 
ing is nothing ; feeding is everything." 

All this is apropos of the statement 
made a couple of daya ago in this paper, 
on the authority of the Vice-President of 
the Pacific Meat Company of Washing- 
ton, that China and Japan are developing 
a taste for beef. Who can tell what this 
change of diet may not bring about? 
There is nothing in the world more rest- 
less than a Japanese. Since the barriers 
have been thrown down, he is like a 
young colt when first turned out to grass, 
that wants to run half a doxen ways at 
tiio same time, gets himself into many 
odd attitudes and narrovrly misses break- 
ing his neck every ten minutes. Feed 
the Japanese on the roast beef of Eng- 
land for a couple of generations, and 
they will not only get to believe that they 
can whip all creation, but will be ready 
to start in on the contract at the shortest 
possible notice. Suppose the millions 
of China should make meat 
an article of national diet. No one can 
tell what might not happen. One thing 
would be certain : there would be some 
great internal changea, but they would 
come slowly. The people would feel the 
need of more room and the movement 
would necessarily bo Westward across 
the table lands of Central Asia. 

Much speculation has been indulged 
in aa to the efl'ect of a great racial move- 
ment on the part of the Chinese. By 
this a war of conquest is not meant, but 
aimply that autonuitic advance to which 
a sense of being crowded would give rise. 
It wotdd be comparable to nothing ex- 
cept the progress of a great glacier. Its 
force would be resistless. If the hun- 
dreds of millions of OhinesB stould be- 
come imbued with a desire for more 
elbow room it would he aimply uaeless 
to try to pen thoni in. Thus there may 
be much of intense importance to the 
whole of mankind in the fact that the 
Yellow Race ia developing a taste for 
animal food.

say on that score. We want the road 
built. We have urged tlie l^'eJeral and 
Provincial governments to build it. We 
want to see it begun this year. The 
Times says that the Columbia it West- 
ern cannot get a charter to build it, be- 
cause it has no Dominion charter. We 
do not know whether thia is true or not, 
and we do not care. If the Dominion 
governnjent decides that the road must 
be built, it can diacover a way of build- 
ing it with the co-operation of the Local 
government, though tl,.T Columbia 
Western and the Victoria, Vancouver & 
Eastern were never heard of again. The 
truth ia the Timea has got itaelf into a 
hole over "thia piece of railway," and 
haa neither wit enough to conceal ita 
plight nor skill enough to get outof it. It 
has managed to (jet itself on record aa 
the champion of the Victoria, Vancou- 
ver & Eastern railway company, aa 
against every other possible project for 
developing the Boundary Creek country 
and securing ita trade for the Coaat 
cities.

A Yukon man, Mr. H. Miller, who 
came down on the Topeka yesterday, 
has made arrangements to take into the 
Yukon country by means of the Lritish 
Yukon Company's trail through the 
White pass, a large amount of goods and 
livestock, and just here cornea in the 
dilatorinesa of tlie Dominion government 
in the oft-repeated request to post cus- 
toms offlcers at the boundary line on the 
routes into the Yukon. Mr. Miller, in- 
stead of purchasing his goods in Victoria, 
PS he most certainly would had he to pay 
duty for bringing them into Canada, 
took the Topeka again for Seattle, where 
he will make his purchases. Being 
American goods he will not be troubled 
by the United States customs officials, 
and as the Dominion government have 
not seen fit to have a customs otlicer at 
the frontier the goods will be taken in 
without being made to pay duty. Con- 
sequently British Columbia cities lose 
the trade and the Dominion government 
the ouatama revenue.

\VOMEN'« AlOl IONIAN liELIEF. 

Application of llie Fund and Position of 
Aliairs During; Recent Months. 

Major Williams, H. B. M. 'a late vice 
coiiBul at Van, lately met tho committee 
of tho Women's Armenian lielief Fund 
and other sympathizers of the cause, in 
order to give some particulars of the ap- 
Ijlication and ailniiiiietration of the fund, 
and of the position of all'airH during the 
last six or nine inoiitlis in .Armenia. 

The major spoke highly of tho work 
done by tho International bureau in 
Van, established by Dr. Grace Kimball 
and Vice Consul liallward in June, 1S"J5, 
which, he considered, was tho best of tho 
kind he had seen in Asia Minor. The 
money sent from the London committee 
the past two years amounted to £15,000. 
Tho remittances are at present spent en- 
tirely on industrial work, but in the 
early days of tlie movement a great deal 
was used in giving free bread to the 
starving peojjle. Strong woollen and 
cotton cloth is manufactured and linds a 
ready sale, and tho good tlone ia very 
great in proportion to tho money apent. 
"t ia absolutely important that this work 
be continued for tho present. Destitute 
women are employeil, many ol whom 
have from 10 to 11 j)eople depenileiit on 
them. With regard to orjihans each 
chilli costs IT) per annum and Major Wil- 
liams considers that none should 
be taken for less than three years. 
These are taught useful trades, and edu- 
cation ia directed towards making them 
helpful to others, so that when they re- 
turn to their villages they may become 
centres of light and civilisiation. In Van 
about loO children are provided for for 
three years, but yet another 200 ( o ild 
with advantage be undertaken if funds 
permitted. In ICharput the plan under 
iMrs. Barnum works well. The children 
are boarded out,iiO or -10 at a time, in 
separate homes and taught to call the 
heads of the establishments father and 
mother. InMalatia money ia reipiired 
to build rooms for the Armenian Pro- 
testant Mission, where the orphana are 
congregated, 

Major Williams stated that cattle was 
a pressing need, as, unless the land be 
plowed, tne people must die of famine, 
rhe Rev. Mr. Allen, of Van, had pur- 
chased u number of oxen from Persia 
with money sent by the Duke of West- 
minster's and the Friends' funds. 

The number of Christians massacred 
and who bad died of exposure was 100,- 
000, of whom 'J0,000 or 30,000 were 
women, although many had besides been 
dishonored or carried oil". 

Tlio haunting fear of the people that 
any day or night they or their neighbors 
would be slaughtered like sheep, was 
even worse than their pliysical diatrese, 
and ia one which no relief can touch, but 
Major Williams hoped and believed that 
that fear was gradually i)assing away, 
riie whole (lueation was one of security; 
if that could be guaranteed, the condi- 
tions would (juickly change. 

In conclusion, the Major warmly eulo- 
gized the American misHionaries in Asia 
-Minor, and strongly advised that all re- 
lief should be administered through 
them, as they know tho condition of the 
country and the needs of the people as 
no one eloe can know them. Dr. Kay- 
nolds of Van is exceptionally wise and 
strong and can be absolutely trusicil to 
do tiie very beat that can be done with 
money placed at liia disposal.

Mr. Robert Ward Returns to Victoria After 
a Two Years' Absence. 

After an absence of two years in Eng- 
land, Mr. Robert Ward, of Robert Ward 
i*i Co., Ud., returned to Victoria last 
night, and will remain hero some time 
looking after the various business inter- 
ests with which he ia identided. Mr. 
Ward left London just after the Jubilee, 
and bad an excellent opportunity of see- 
ing the Queen's inagnilicent progress 
through the millions of people 
who throngeil the streets of 
tlie world's metropolis. It was 
Boniethiiig marvellous, Mr. Ward states, 
to see thu inagnilicent decorntions 
along the route, even rich damasks and 
velvets being used to deck the front.H of 
buildings.

Will Be a Produeer of Millions— A 
Kortheru Steamer Wrecked— 
Waterfront Gossip. 



An hour's stay at the outer wharf was 
made by the steamship City of Topeka 
on her arrival from Alaska at noon yes- 
terday. The steamar experleneed good 
weather up north, and on her return 
trip passed the Danube travelling south, 
the C. P. N. steamer arriving close 
behind her. The Topoka's passengers 
numbered 119 all told and included a 
party of prospectors who had been seek- 
ing their fortunes at Cook's Inlet. They 
were not enthusiastic over what they 
had done and some claimed only to have 
covered expenses. The passenger of 
most interest aboard, however, wns A. 

E. Carr, the U. S. Yukon mail carrier, 
who only reached Junean from the in- 
tprior the day before the sailing of the 
(.Jueen on her last voyage south. Mr. 
Carr eonlinns the report whieh reachud 
this city in advance of hiiu that mining 
is good on the ureal river of the north. 
He staled thai the Kloiulyke coiuilry is 
where the mining oiieralions are 
principally located. lionanza and 
KIdorailo creeks are also yieklini; 
handsome returns, and it ia Mr. Ciirr's 
opinion that many of the wonderfully 
rich claims there worked, if they do not 
jioter out, will produee nearly a million 
(.loUars worth of ilie yellow dust, one 
on the Bonanza, owned by a Mr. Mac- 
donald, having alreadv turned out some- 
thing like $90,000. M'r. Carr estimates 
that 2,000 men went by way of the 
Chilcoot or White Pass into the Yukon 
this year, and these, or the great ma- 
jority ol thoni, are now to be found in 
Oauadiaii territory. On his way out to 
the frontier he iiaseed the Northwest 
lUDunted police bound in, and at a 
place about three day's journey from 
Dawson city, their destination, and 
where now are to be found nearly 1,500 
people. Mr. Carr speaks dubiously of 
the quantity of )>roviHions in stock on 
the Yukon, and fears that many will 
want if the supply ia not speedily re- 
plenished. Ha reports that ihe Alaska 
Commercial Company's steamer Arctic 
was crushed to piecea in an ice jam near 
Forty Mile on the 14th of may last, nn- 
thing being saved of her except the 
machinery.

" Bevonue By-I.aw, 189;i " ;
